Initial results in yesterday’s Knesset elections, 


which saw a record voter turnout, indicated a sharp - 


drop for the Alignment, that would reduce its seats 
in the Eighth Knesset to 50 from its present 57. The 
chief opposition Likud faction, comprising Gahal, the 
State List and the Free Centre, was expected to get, 
38-40 seats, a gain of seven or nine. ᾿ 


These results were conceded at 2 a.m. by Alignment 
elections campaign head Avraham Ofer, who said. 
that these losses had been expected by his party. 


He maintained that the Alignment had lost part of 
its votes to the left-wing Moked, which was likely to 
get two seats and to Shulamit Aloni’s Citizens’ Rights 
Movement, which was also expected to get two seats. 
“But Mrs. Aloni’s two seats will be within the fam- 
ily,” he claimed. Likud gained from both the Align- 
ment and the National Religious Party, he held. 


Likud’s Shmuel Tamir was more careful in his 
predictions, and thought that his party was assured 
of at least 38 seats. Mrs. Aloni said her list’s success 
proved there was a trend in favour of personal, con- 


stituency elections. 


Both the NRP and the Independent Liberals looked 
as if they would also each lose one seat. These initial 
sample results appeared to indicate that the voters 
were penalizing the present coalition parties. 

By official closing time at 11 p.m. last night, well.

LONDON. — Britain’s new policy 
towards the Arab countries is now
